A I>KMOCltAT Ol* DEMOCRACY. 


Congressman Tom L. Johnson of 


Ohio stirred up the House of Kepre- 
BentativcB with a forcible speech on 
the Wilsoa bill. Johnson is a Demo- 
crat and his arraignment of his own 
party and disapproval 
of certain 


features of the Wilson bill created 
something of a sensation. He con- 
demned the Democracy for its inaction 
and delay in redeeming its promise to 
reform what it characterized daring 
'the Presidential campaign as the " rob- 
ber tariff." He said the Democrats 
promised to stop this robbery if the 
people gave them authority. They gave 
that authority and then the haste to 
abolish oppressive taxation subsided, 
and instead of flying at the throats of 
the robber trusts the great Democratic 
party began, as it were, to wag its tail 
and look for crumbs. If Cleveland 
had shown the sagacity and courage 
jthe situation demanded, the ink would 
not have been dry on the commissions 
of his Secretaries 
before Congress 


would have been i.jled in extra ses- 
sion to relieve the country of its bur- 
densome taxation. As a climax to all 
this delay came the shameful days of 
lust week in which the House stood 
paralyzed, because, despite its large 
majority, the Democracy would neither 
furmsh a quorum to be counted nor 
count oue really present. 


Discussing the Wilson bill Johnson 


commended it for its blow at the Hugar 
trust, condemned it because it left the 
Whisky trust, the Steel-rail trust, the 
Bicycle trust, the Cordage trust and 
the Lead trust free to pluck the Amer- 
ican consumer. He spoke of steel 
rails, of which he is one of the largest 
manufacturers in the country, declar- 
ing the present duty equal to fifty per 
cent, of the value of the rails, while 
the present bill proposes only a reduc- 
tion of twenty-five per cent. This gave 
a protection of twenty-five per cent, on 
rails that could be produced as cheaply 
here as arywhere. The bill which he 
would pass would abolish all import 
and corresponding internal reveme 
duties, discharge all the officials col- 
lecting such duties and direct the 
Hecretary of the Treasury to sell all 
the custom houses and revenue cut- 
ters. Such a bill, he classified, would 
iucite no more opposition than the 
poor, timid little Wilson bill, and 
would receive strong support.

Putting a duty 
on lu.io id like placing a tariff on wheat, 
of which grain the United States ex- 
ports more than any other country on 
the globe. It is to delude the farmer 
with the idea that u twenty-five cent 
tariff adds that much to the market 
price of every bushel of wheat which 
he produces, when his grain has to be 
shipped to Europe to be marketed. If 
steel rails are being manufactured here 
as cheap as elsewhere, why put a 
tariff on them? 


Congressman Johnson, 
who has 


doubtless acquired a fortune in man- 
ufacturing rails, seems to be an abso- 
lute free trader, as he would abolish 
the custom houses. Probably he en- 
tertained different views until he was 
enriched by the tariff, and ia now in a 
condition to compete with the world in 
the rail business. However, he de- 
serves credit for exposing the hypoc- 
risy of his party and manfully pro- 
claiming that the business in which he 
is engaged, trough protected by a fifty 
per cent, tariff, is in a condition to 
compete with the world.

A TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Masked Men Secure a Large Sum 


of Money. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., January 11.—Last 


evening the Burlington "Eli" tram, 
bound for Chicago, was held up by five 
maked men. The express and mail 
cars were robbed. 


The train was palling up a steep hill, 


two miles east of this city. Suddenly 
several torpedoes cracked on the track, 
and immediately afterward a red 
lantern was swung in front of the 
engineer. 
The 
engineer 
quickly 


brought the train to a stop. Then the 
engine was boarded by three masked 
men, who covered the engineer and 
fireman with revolvers. 


It was an old-fashioned robbery, but 


it was successful in every detail. The 
engineer and fireman were forced " 
walk back in front of the robbers to 
the door of the express car. Express 
Messenger G. B. Wetzel did not sus- 
pect there were robbers outside and 
when he heard the engineer calling he 
opened the door. The three men were 
joined by two more, also masked. 


Three of the men stood outside to 


guard the fireman and engineer, occa 
sionally firing shots to intimidate the 
passengers. 


Two of the bandits entered the ex- 


press car, covered the messenger with 
rifles and ordered him to open the safe 
He obeyed as promply as he did when 
told to open his car door. 


Two of the robbers then entered the 


mail car and took possession of a 
couple of registered pouches. 


After securing the parcels the bandits 


fired a few more shots, and jumping 
into buggies hitched near the track 
started for this city. The passengers 
were not disturbed. 


What makes it more probable that a 


big sum was secured is a remark 
dropped by the Adams Express agent 
when informed of the robbery. He 
said: 


"Well, they struck us at an awful 


bad time." 


8EES ITS MISTAKE. 


Cleveland Backing Water In Hawaiian 


Matters. 


WASHINGTON, January 11.—There is 


every indication that President Cleve- 
land, Secretary Gresham and the sup- 
porters of these two gentlemen on the 
Hawaiian question up to date have 
backed water and will now seek pro- 
tection under the wings of Congress. 


That this is the intention of the 


President and Secretary Greshara is 
more plain than ever before. Every 
move that they have made within the 
past few hours, and every utterance 
coming from them or their supporters, 
strongly points to such an outcome, 
and if there is no new scheme con- 
certed before to-morrow President 
Cleveland will send in his message to 
Congress and will recommend that the 
future actions of this Government in 
dealing with Hawaii be left entirely to 
the legislative \,iug of the Govern- 
ment. 


This action is taken for the simple 


reason that the Administration officials 
have beeorae perfectly satisfied that 
they have gone too far in their attempt 
to restore the Queen, and a back down, 
and a quick one, in order to prevenl 
impeachment of the Chief Executive 
is the only way out of the difficulty 
Secretary Gresham has given out an 
interview which intimates strongly 
that he contemplates no new action o: 
extraordinary moment in dealing with 
the Hawaiian question, and without 
doubt his statement was practically 
dictated by the President.

Peace-Maker, has returned from the 
Pyramid Reservation where he spent 
three weeks. He says Agent Warner 
gives the Indians plenty to eat. The 
boys at the Indian school are very 
studious, but the girls are not, and he 
does not think it is any use to send 
Indian girls to school, at least the girls' 
parents told him so. 


The Indians are anxious to know 


when work will be commenced on the 
irrigating ditch 
from 
the Truckee 


river. It was surveyed a year or two 
ago and it was reported that an appropri- 
ation had been made for building it. 
The Indians have not land enough to 
cultivate, on occount of the scarcity of 
water. If the Truckee ditch was built 
then all could have plenty of land and 
water and could raise big crops. 


Three years ago commissioners came 


out 
from Washington, and Messrs 


Ormsby and Morgan, two of the com- 
missioners, said the Government would 
give the Indians $20,000 worth of cattle 
by New Years. Since then New Years 
has come three times, but no cattle. 
For this reason the Indians claim that 
all the land between Wadsworth and 
the agency belongs to them yet, as 
they were to receive the cattle for re- 
linquishing their title to that part of 
the reservation.

THE HAY CROP. 


There Will Not be Much Surplxig. 


A farmer, who has takeu pains to as- 


certain, says about one-half the hay 
crop of the Truckee Meadows has been 
fed or baled and shipped out of the 
country, and that about one-fifth of 
the total crop remains unsold. A 
number of the largest producers, such 
as D. C. Wheeler, Bradley, Russell & 


Co., 
G. W. Mapes and Sparks and 


Slavin feed all or nearly all their hay 
to their own stock and have none for 
sale. The shipments to California 
average about 250 tons a month, and 
thero are over 5,000 head of cattle and 
20,000 sheep now being fed on hay in 
this vicinity. Besides this there are 
about 2,000 dairy cows being fed, eo 
that hay disappears rapidly and there 
will not be much, if any, surplus in the 
spring.
